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FOREIGN  TOTS  ON  APPLES 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 

Prices  paid  for  American  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction 
Wednesday,  April  15,  were  on  the  whole  slightly  higher  than  last 
week,  according  to  a  cable -from  Ered  A.  Motz,  Ex~u.it  Specialist  in 
Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  and  New  York  Baldwins,  with  the  except- 
ion of  the  U.  S.  No.  1,  2"g  inch  size  of  the  latter,  made  better 
prices  than  last  week  at  the  auction.     Offerings  of  barreled  ap- 
ples were  light,  amounting  to  only  4,250  "barrels.    Demand  was 
active  on  high  grade  barreled  fruit.    Boxed  Wine saps  sold  at 
slightly  higher  prices  but  Newt owns  were  unchanged.    Boxed  apples 
were  in  moderate  supply,  about  13,500  boxes  being  offered  at  the 
auction.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    The  market  outlook 
continues  favorable  for  boxed  apples.    About  2,900  crates  of  New 
Hampshire  Baldwins  and  Ben  Davis  apples  were  offered  at  the  auction. 
Prices  were  satisfactory,  especially  for  the  former.  Australian 
apples  in  good  condition  made  $2.19  to  $3.04  per  box,  according  to 
variety  and  grade . 

At  London  both  barreled  and  boxed  apples  sold  at  lower  prices 
than  last  week.    Prices  were  also  below  those  ruling  at  Liverpool. 
Barreled  apple  supplies  were  light,  baskets  very  light  and  boxes 
moderate.    Demand  was  good  for  sound,  quality  fruit  packed  in  bar- 
rels and  boxes.    Easkets  were  in  only  fair  demand  at  the  auction. 
Virginia  Winesaps,  U.  S.  No.  1,  z\  inch  made  $2.55  to  $2.74  and 
Utility,  2x  inch  $1.95  to  $2.13  per  basket.    Boxed  apples  to  arrive 
in  the  United  Kingdom  from  all  sources  next  week  are  placed  at 
191,000  boxes,  of  which  Australian  and  New  Zealand  fruit  will  con- 
stitute about  114,000  boxes. 

California  Winter  Nelis  pears  were  in  light  supply  at  both 
Liverpool  and  London.    Prices  were  slightly  lower  than  last  week 
at  Liverpool.    At  London,  Fancy  193/smaller  sold  at  $2.68  to  $3.10 
per  box,  which  was  higher  than  the  Liverpool  price.
